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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reasons for 
allowance of claims 16-24 are given in the previous ofBce action. Claims 1-15 and 25-39 
distinguish over the prior art by reciting that each of the layers are substantially planar and are 
directly disposed on each other. Claims 40, 41 and 42 include limitations that were indicated as 
allowable in the previous office action, including the use of activated carbon impregnated with 
potassium hydroxide or manganese monoxide as the ozone absorption layers, an impregnated 
zeolite as the nitrogen oxide absorption layers, or the step of attaching a non-woven fabric inside 
the tray in combination with the other recited structure or steps in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
